WT: WHAT ABOUT FANTASY FICTION? 

PD: TO TELL YOU THE TRUTH, I REALLY DON’T GO 
IN FOR THAT SO MUCH. I NEVER GOT INTO TOLKIEN 
FOR SOME REASON. I GUESS I PREFER THE 
DIFFERENT WAYS OF LOOKING AT THINGS, AND DIF- 
FERENT PERCEPTIONS OF THE FUTURE. I'M NOT SO 
KEEN ON THE BUILDING OF VAST SAGAS ABOUT 
DIFFERENT GALAXIES WITH, ER, YOU KNOW... 

WT: ...THEIR OWN CULTURE, LANGUAGE AND RELI-

PD: YES. I GUESS I MOST LIKE IT WHEN IT'S 
RELATED TO EARTH AS WE KNOW IT.

SEE HIM, ALL-POWERFUL IN HIS BATTLES AGAINST 
THE FORCES OF EVIL, OR WHATEVER. HE DOES WHAT

WASN'T THE FIRST TIME A COMPANION HAS BEEN 
KILLED, BUT IT WAS THE MOST DRAMATIC IN TERMS 
OF THE STORY. 

WT: HOW MUCH LEEWAY DOES JOHN NATHAN-TURNER 
GIVE YOU AS AN ACTOR IN PORTRAYING THE DOC- 
TOR? 

PD: WELL. ..IT'S USUALLY A PRETTY HEALTHY 
BATTLE BEWTEEN WHAT WORKS AND WHAT DOESN'T. 

WT: DURING THE CHRISTMAS SEASON LAST YEAR YOU 
WERE IN THE PANTOMIME, "CINDERELLA". CAN YOU 
TELL US SOMETHING ABOUT IT? 

PD: OH YES, IT WAS GREAT FUN! MR. LOVETT 
3 ICKFORD PRODUCED IT, JOHN NATHAN-TURNER 
WROTE AND DIRECTED IT, SANDRA WAS IN IT AND 
OF COURSE, ANTHONY AINLEY STARRED AS "BARON 
HARDUP"! I WAS WORKING WITH ANTHONY AS THE 
MASTER AS WELL. ..AT THE SAME TIME, ACTUALLY. 
ONE DAY HE WAS THE BAD GUY AND THE NEXT DAY 
HE WAS THE GOOD GUY! HE'S QUITE EXPERIENCED 
AND A VERY GOOD ACTOR. IT WAS A VERY DIFFI- 
CULT JOB, YOU KNOW, TAKING OVER THE PART OF 
THE MASTER FROM ROGER DELGADO AND I THINK HE

WT: IS THAT A REWARD THAT MAKES YOU LIKE THE 
STAGE BETTER THAN TELEVISION? 

PD: NO, I PREFER DOING TELEVISION. ACTUALLY; 
I THINK IT'S A LONGER LASTING THING. I CON- 
SIDER IT A MORE PRECISE ART THAN THE STAGE. 
IT'S MORE DIFFICULT BECAUSE, ALTHOUGH YOU CAN 
DO RE-TAKES, YOU ARE TRYING TO PUT A DEFINI- 
TIVE VERSION DOWN. ON THE STAGE, IF YOU DON'T 
DO IT SO WELL ONE NIGHT YOU THINK, "AH, I'Ll 
DO A BIT BETTER TOMORROW NIGHT", OR, "I Will 
BE GREAT TOMORROW NIGHT"; SO TO SPEAK, YOU 
HAVE ENDLESS CHANCES AT IT. AND AFTER YOU'VE 
FINISHED, YOU DON’T HAVE ANYTHING LEFT APART 
FROM THE MEMORIES. I ENJOY TELEVISION. YOU’RE 

WORKING AGAINST ENORMOUS ODDS PEOPLE ARE 

RUNNING AROUND ALL THE TIME, CAMERAS MOVING 
IN AND OUT. IT REQUIRES A LOT OF CONCENTRA- 
TION AND IT'S QUITE REWARDING IN THE END, YOU 
KNOW. 

WE KNOW, PETER; IT'S QUITE REWARDING TO US 
WATCHING YOUR PORTRAYAL OF THE DOCTOR. WHO- 
QUARTERS HAS BEEN GETTING SO MUCH MAIL LATELY 
TELLING US HOW MUCH THEY LQVE YOU IN "DOCTOR 
WHO". SO PLEASE, DON'T STOP BEING THE DOC-

THE EARLY YEARS 


AS WE LOOK BACK TO THE TIME IT ALL STARTED, 
NOVEMBER 23, 1963, WE OFTEN HEAR THE TERM 
"CROTCHETY OLD MAN" IN THE DESCRIPTION OF THE 
FIRST DOCTOR, WILLIAM HARTNELL. AS TRUE AS IT 
MAY SEEM, TO THINK OF MR. HARTNELL ONLY AS A 
“CROTCHETY OLD MAN" DOES THE CHARACTER AS 
MUCH INJUSTICE AS IT WOULD TO CALL A DIAMOND 
JUST ANOTHER PIECE OF ANCIENT CARBON. THERE 
WAS MORE TO HARTNELL (AND TO THE THOUGHT PUT 
INTO "DOCTOR WHO") THAN THAT. 

THE DOCTOR WAS TRULY ABRASIVE AND MOST CAP- 
ABLE OF GIVING PEOPLE A GOOD "PIECE OF HIS 
MIND"! BUT THE ACID VENOM IN HIS PERSONALITY 
WAS REPLACED BY A FAR MORE TWINKLING SENSE OF 
HUMOUR AS THE NEW SERIAL UNFOLDED. IN ONE OF 
THE SCENES IN "THE DALEK INVASION OF EARTH", 
THE OOCTOR WALKED IN ON A BIT OF “CUDDLING" 
BETWEEN HIS GRANOAUGHTER , SUSAN, AND HER 
HUSBAND-TO-BE, OAVID CAMPBELL, AS THEY PRE- 
PARED DINNER. AS THE TWO STAMMERED TO EXCUSE 
THEIR BEHAVIOR, THE DOCTOR LOOKED ON AT THE 
STEAMING PAN AND BLITHELY TOLD THEM HE NO- 
TICED SOMETHING COOKING... 


THE MOOERN-DAY DOCTORS ARE VIEWED AS SORT-OF 
KNIGHTS IN SHINING (WELL, MAYBE A BIT TAR- 
NISHED!) ARMOUR. BUT HARTNELL’S DOCTOR WAS 
QUITE DIFFERENT THAN THIS. HE COULD BE SELF- 
ISH, EVASIVE, ABRUPT, SUPERCILIOUS, SLY, 
CUNNING, RUTHLESS AND A MASTER AT GETTING HIS 
OWN WAY, NO MATTER WHAT THE WEIGHT OF HIS 
OPPOSITION! "ANTAGONISM" WAS A KEY WORD DUR- 
ING THE EARLY VOYAGES WITH THE DOCTOR (VERY 
OFTEN THE ANTI-HERO). HE WAS TREATED WITH 
GREAT DISTRUST BY IAN, AND WITH GOOD REASON. 
IN "THE DALEKS" , THE DOCTOR HAD DUPED HIS 
UNSUSPECTING COMPANIONS INTO GOING DOWN TO 
THE DALEK CITY. IN “AN UNEARTHLY CHILD", THE 
DOCTOR WAS PREPARED TO MURDER A WOUNDED CAVE- 
MAN JUST TO EXPEDITE HIS OWN ESCAPE! IN THE 
TWO PART SERIAL "BEYOND THE SUN 1 ' HE WOULD 
HAVE BEEN WILLING TO TURN BARBARA AND IAN OFF 
THE SHIP WHILE IN FLIGHT. HARDLY LIKE OUR 
MODERN DOCTORS, EH!?

HAVE YOU EVER. . 


NO LOOK AT THE EARLY YEARS OF "DOCTOR WHO" 
WOULD BE COMPLETE WITHOUT MENTIONING THE 
DALEKS. HERE IN THE STATES, MOST PEOPLE LOOK 
AT THE DALEKS WITH A BIT OF HUMOR. I MEAN, 
HOW COULD ANYONE TAKE THESE SALT AND PEPPER 
SHAKERS SERIOUSLY? EVEN JON PERTWEE MENTIONED 
AT LONGLEAT, "YOU'VE ONLY GOT TO WALK DOWN A 
FLIGHT OF STAIRS TO GET AWAY FROM THEM!"

AMONG THE MANY "BEHIND THE SCENES" NAMES 
ASSOCIATED WITH THE HISTORY OF "DOCTOR WHO", 
THE NAME OF TERRANCE DICKS IS PROBABLY ONE OF 
THE MOST RECOGNIZABLE TO "DOCTOR WHO" FANS. 
BESIDES HIS FIVE YEAR TENURE AS SCRIPT EDITOR 
FOR "DOCTOR WHO" (BEGINNING IN THE TROUGHTON 
ERA), MR. DICKS HAS WRITTEN SEVERAL SCRIPTS 
FOR THE SHOW. HE IS DEFINITELY THE MAIN 
WRITER OF TARGET BOOKS 1 "DOCTOR WHO" ADAPTA- 
TIONS OF THE VARIOUS ADVENTURES, HAVING WRIT- 
TEN APPROXIMATELY 45 OF THE BOOKS. 

BORN IN LONDON, ENGLAND IN 1935 (GIVE OR 
TAKE), TERRANCE BECAME INVOLVED WITH THE 
ENTERTAINMENT MEDIUM AS A FREE LANCE SCRIPT 
WRITER, FIRST IN RADIO AND LATER IN TELEVI- 
SION. "RADIO WAS A VERY GOOD PLACE TO START, 
EVEN THOUGH THE PAY WAS LOW!" DURING HIS 
YEARS AS A RADIO SCRIPTER, TERRANCE SPECIAL- 
IZED IN COMEDY AND THRILLER PLAYS. HE WAS 
ALSO A CO-WRITER FOR A SATIRICAL "TOPICAL" 
REVIEW SERIES, "BETTER LATE". INTERESTINGLY, 
DURING THIS PERIOD, HE DID NOT WRITE FOR ANY 
SCIENCE-FICTION OR SC I E NCE -FANTASY ORIENTED 
SHOWS. 

MOVING INTO THE REALM OF TELEVISION, HE WORK- 
ED FOR A TIME ON ONE OF THE TWO MOST POPULAR 
SOAP OPERAS ON TV: "CROSSROADS". TERRANCE 
FOUND HIMSELF IN SORT OF A "RELAY" SITUATION; 
WRITING FOUR SCRIPTS MONTHLY, MAINTAINING THE 
CONTLUITY FROM THE WRITER WHO HAD DONE THE 
PREVIOUS GROUP OF SCRIPTS, WHILE THE FOUR 
NEW SCRIPTS HAD TO BE WRITTEN IN ONE WEEK! "I 
LEARNED A LOT FROM WRITING FOR 'CROSSROADS'. 
IT WAS EXCELLENT TRAINING IN THAT YOU LEARNED 
HOW TO WORK UNDER VERY RIGOROUS CONDITIONS, 
HIGH PRESSURE, SPACE RESTRICTIONS AND A SHOE- 
STRING BUDGET. AND... I ONLY WORKED ONE WEEK 
OUT OF FOUR, WHICH WAS VERY SEDUCTIVE!" 

MR. DICKS' INVOLVEMENT WITH "DOCTOR WHO" CAME 
ABOUT WHEN HE WAS CONTACTED BY DERRICK 
SHERWIN, WHO WAS THE SCRIPT EDITOR FOR THE 
SERIES DURING THE TROUGHTON ERA. "IT'S USUAL- 
LY THE SCRIPT EDITOR WHO PICKS HIS OWN RE- 
PLACEMENT. DERRICK AND I KNEW EACH OTHER 
SOMEWHAT, AND HE ASKED ME IF I WOULD BE 
INTERESTED IN BECOMING THE NEW SCRIPT EDITOR 
FOR "DOCTOR WHO". I STARTED TO BECOME IN- 
VOLVED AROUND “FURY FROM THE DEEP". ..THAT WAS 
..SORT JDF A PROBATION .PERIOD FOR ME. TJtiE BBC 
THEN SIGNED ME TO A THREE MONTH CONTRACT... 
AND I WOUND UP BEING WITH THE SHOW FOR FIVE 
YEARS! " 

"BY THE TIME THEY DID 'WHEEL IN SPACE', I WAS 
PRETTY WELL INVOLVED AND HAD TAKEN OVER COM- 
PLETELY AS SCRIPT EDITOR FOR 'WAR GAMES'." 
BESIDES ACTING AS SCRIPT EDITOR, TERRANCE 
ALSO SERVED AS CC AUTHOR FOR WHAT REMAINS THE 
SECOND LONGEST 'DOCTOR WHO" SERIAL TO DATE. 
"THE WAR GAME.' '0 EPISODES. "THE DALEK 
MASTER PLAN" IS Ht LONGEST, 12 EPISODES, NOT 
INCLUDING THE ON EPISODE 'PROLOGUE 1 STORY.

GAMES" HAD BEEN INTENDED TO BE A STORY ABOUT 
FHE WAR LORDS AND, APPARENTLY. NOT INTENDED 
TO BE THE LENGTHY EPIC THAT IT EVOLVED INTO. 
THE FAILURE OF SOME OTHER STORY PROJECTS TO 
GO THROUGH RESULTED IN MALCOLM HULKE AND 
TERRANCE WORKING AWAY LIKE MAD ON THE EXPAND- 
ING ADVENTURE THAT SAW PATRICK TROUGHTON GO 
OUT AS THE DOCTOR iN STYLE. '"WAR GAMES' 
SEEMED TO GO ON AND ON . . . I T WAS ALMOST LIKE A 
LIFE SENTENCE!" YET "WAR GAMES" REMAINS A 
VITAL PART OF "DOCTOR WHO" LORE, NOT ONLY FOR 
THE HANDLING OF THE VERY COMPLEX SAGA, BUT 
ALSO FOR THE FACTS THAT WHICH BROUGHT TO 
LIGHT, REGARDING THE NATURE OF THE DOCTOR AND 
HIS PEOPLE, THE TIMELORDS. 


TERRANCE’S ROLE AS SCRIPT EDITOR FOR "DOCTOR 
WHO" FOUND HIM WEARING A GREAT MANY HATS! AT 
ONE MOMENT, HE WOULD SERVE AS A KIND OF STORY 
TROUBLE-SHOOTER WHENEVER EMERGENCY REWRITES 
WOULD BE NEEDED. THEN AGAIN, HE MIGHT HAVE TO 
WEAR THE HAT OF THE RESIDENT EXPERT ON EVERY- 
THING ONE NEEDED TO KNOW ABOUT "DOCTOR WHO"; 
WHERE IT WAS GOING, WHAT THEY WERE LOOKING 
FOR FROM THE WRITERS, WHETHER OR NOT A PAR- 
TICULAR STORY IDEA WAS FEASIBLE IN TERMS OF 
BUDGET, SPACE, ETC. HIS FUNCTIONS AS SCRIPT 
EDITOR WERE SO NUMEROUS THAT TERRANCE ONCE 
DESCRIBED HIS JOB AS "SORT OF BEING A CON- 
TINUOUS MIDWIFE"! 

IN THE CASE OF REWRITES, ONE OF THE MOST 
MEMORABLE TO MR. DICKS WAS THAT OF "THE THREE 
DOCTORS". THE ORIGINAL SCRIPT BY BOB BAKER 
AND DAVE MARTIN CALLED FOR ALL FHE DOCTORS 
INTERACTING ! N THE T ARBIS , WITH THE FAILING 
HEALTH OF WILLIAM HARTNELL, IT BECAME OBVIOUS 
THAT THE FIRST DOCTOR WASN'T GOING TO BE UP 
FOR A FULl-SCALE PRODUCTION. DISASTER SEEMED 
INEVITABLE! TERRANCE REWROTE A GOOD PORTION 
OF I HE SCRIPT DEALING WITH hARTNELL'S IN- 
VOLVEMENT IN RECORD TIME. “IT WAS LIKE WHEN 
YOU GO INTO TOTAL PANIC; YOUR BRAIN GOES INTO

HARDBACK DURING THE SIXTIES, THE SUCCESS OF 
THE RE-ISSUES PROMPTED A FURTHER DEAL BETWEEN 
THEM AND THE BBC TO PUBLISH MORE NOVELIZA 
TIONS. TERRANCE BECAME INTERESTED IN THE 
PROPOSED SERIES BECAUSE "I WAS KEEN ON MAKING 
THE MOVE FROM WRITING SCRIPTS..." THE REST IS 
HISTORY. WITH TERRANCE DICKS BEING RESPONSI- 
BLE, AS WE SAID, FOR WRITiNG THE BULK OF THE 
"DOCTOR WHO" NOVEL IZATIONS. BESIDES HIS "DOC- 
TOR WHO" NOVELS, HE CO-AUTHORED "THE MAKING 
OF DOCTOR WHO" WITH THE LATE MALCOLM HULKE 
(THE FIRST EDITION, PUBLISHED IN 1972, IS NOW 
A. SOUGHT-AFTER COLLECTOR'S ITEM) AND PUT 
TOGETHER NUMBERS 1 AND 2 OF THE "DOCTOR WHC 
MONSTER BOOK". 

TERRANCE HAS WRITTEN A SERIES OF CHILDREN'S 
BOOKS KNOWN AS "THE BAKER STREET IRREGULARS". 
THIS SERIES DEALS WITH A GROUP OF YOUNGSTERS 
WHC HELP SOLVE CRIMES USIN6 THE METHODS OF 
THE GREAT DETECTIVE. 11 HAS BEEN RUMORED THAT 
AT ONE POINT DISNEY STUDIOS HAD EXPRESSED 
INTEREST IN ADAPTING THE BOOKS FOR A FEATURI 


AT THE PRESENT TIME, DICKS IS FAR FROM IDLF . 
HE IS BACK WITH THE BBC IN THE CAPACITY OF 
SCRIPT EDITOR FOR THE "SUNDAY CLASSIC" SERIFS 
WORKING ONCE AGAIN WITH BARRY LETTS. AMONG 
THE STORIES HE HAS BEEN INVOLVED WITH ARE,

STARRING TOM BAKER AS SHERLOCK HOLMES. MOST

NICHOLAS COURTNEY 

NICHOLAS COURTNEY IS REGARDED BY MANY TO HAVE 
AS IMPORTANT A ROLE IN "DOCTOR WHO" AS ANY OF 
THE FIVE ACTORS HAVING PLAYED THE ROLE OF THE 
DOCTOR. WHAT MAKES COURTNEY SO UNIQUE IS THE 
FACT THAT HE 1$ THE "ONLY" ACTOR, TO DATE, 
THAT HAS APPEARED OPPOSITE ALL FIVE DOCTORS. 
97% OF THAT TIME, NICHOLAS PLAYED BUT ONE 
CHARACTER: ALASTA I ft GORDON LETHBRIDGE- 

STEWART. EVEN THOUGH MR. COUTNEY NEVER ROSE 
BEYOND THE RANK OF PRIVATE IN HIS EIGHTEEN 
MONTHS IN THE NATIONAL SERVICE, HIS FIRM, NO- 
NONSENSE ATTITUDE PREVAILED. 

NICHOLAS COURTNEY WAS BORN AND RAISED IN 
EGYPT DURING THE FINAL YEARS OF BRITISH COLO- 
NIAL RULE. HE WAS PART OF A FAMILY STEEPED IN 
THE TRADITIONS AND ETIQUETTE OF THE DIPLOMAT- 
IC SERVICE (THEN ONE OF THE HIGHEST CAREERS 
TO WHICH ONE COULD ASPIRE IN LIFE). HIS ACT- 
ING ASPIRATIONS REALLY STARTED IN SCHOOL IN 
EGYPT. “IT WAS THE ONLY THING 3 HONESTLY 
ENJOYED DOING. WE WERE ALL IN DIFFERENT 
HOUSES AT SCHOOL AND ONCE A YEAR THEY DIO A 
HOUSE PLAY AND ONCE EVERY TWO YEARS DID A 
SCHOOL PLAY. MOST OF THE PEOPLE DIDN'T WANT 
TO BE IN THESE PLAYS (CERTAINLY NOT THE 
BOYS); AND SINCE I DID, I USED TO CREAM OFF 
MOST OF THE GOOD PARTS!" 

MR. COURTNEY'S FIRST ROLE IN "DOCTOR WHO" WAS 
IN " DALEK'S MASTER PLAN" WHERE HE CO-STARRED 
AS BRET VYON, A SORT OF 007 GALACTIC TYPE OF 
HERO. HOWEVER, IT WAS IN THE "WEB OF FEAR" 
THAT ' LETHBRIDG E-STEWART* WAS BORN. "WHEN 
DIRECTOR DOUGLAS CAMFIELD ASKED ME TO DO "WEB 
OF FEAR" ORIGINALLY, HE ASKED ME TO PLAY A 
CAPTAIN: CAPTAIN KNIGHT. THE COLONEL, COLONEL 
LETHBRIDGE-STEWART (AS HE WAS THEN), WAS 
GOING TO BE PLAYED BY DAVID LANGDON. BUT THEN 
SOMETHING HAPPENED AND DAVID GOT SOMETHING 
BETTER AND THEREFORE COULDN'T DO IT. SO, I 
GOT DRAGGED UP AND ASKED, WOULD 1 MIND VERY 
MUCH IF I PLAYED THE COLONEL INSTEAD OF THE 
CAPTAIN! WELL, TO MY WAY OF THINKING, FIRST 
OF ALL IT WAS A BETTER PART, AND SECONDLY, IT 
WAS A PROMOTION! SO, I SAID ’OF COURSE I 
DON'T MIND' AND COLONEL LETHBRIDGE-STEWART 
WAS BORN THERE AND THEN IN EPISODE THREE." 

THE BRIGADIER WAS BASED ON GENERAL MITCHEL, 
(MAD MITCH) WHO WAS AROUND AT THE TIME. HE

COURTNEY'S FOND MEMORIES OF THE SHOW COME 
FROM THE PERTWEE ERA. "ONCE I GOT TO KNOW JON 
WE BECAME FIRM FRIENDS AND WORKED VERY VERY 
WELL W'TH EACH OTHER. HE WAS A TREMENDOUSLY 
SUCCESSFUL DOCTOR, I FEEL. ENORMOUS STYLE AND 
DASH. HE TOOK THE PART VERY SER I OUSL v . . . E V EN 
, THOUGH HE NEVER TOOK HIMSELF SERIOUSLY' 1 
THINK THAT WAS THE GREAT SECRET OF H;$ POPU- 
: LARITY." ONE OF NICHOLAS’ FAVORITE ShOWS WAS

KATY MANNING 

THERE WAS A SEVEN YEAR TIME-SPAN THAT THE 
BRIGADIER DID NOT APPEAR ON THE SHOW: FROM 
"TERROR OF THE ZYGONS" TO "MAWDRYN UNDEAD". 

HE DID APPEAR IN THE TWENTIETH ANNIVERSARY 
“DOCTOR WHO" SPECIAL AS THE COMPANION WITH 
PATRICK TROUGHTON. INDEED, WE HOPE ANOTHER 
SEVEN YEARS WON'T PASS BEFORE NICHOLAS RE- 
TURNS TO THE "DOCTOR WHO" SET. 

AS WE PREVIOUSLY MENTIONED, KATY MANNING WAS 
PART OF THE "FAMILY" DURING THE PERTWEE ERA. 
"I DON’T THINK THERE ARE WORDS IN THE ENGLISH 
DICTIONARY TO DESCRIBE HOW MUCH I ENJOYED IT" 
SHE COMMENTED REGARDING HER "DOCTOR WHO" 
DAYS. "DOCTOR WHO" WAS ONLY HER SECOND TV 
SHOW ("MAN AT THE TOP” WAS HER FIRST). 
PERTWEE AND COURTNEY TOOK AN ALMOST PATERNAL 
ATTITUDE TO THE FIVE FOOT (EVEN) ACTRESS. 
THERE WAS ALSO AN ABUNDANCE OF JOKING AT THE 
EXPENCE OF KATY. HER HEIGHT, OR RATHER THE 
LACK OF IT, WAS A FREQUENT CAUSE OF HUMOUR 
BETWEEN HER AND THE REST OF THF "DOCTOR WHO" 
REGULAR CAST. WITH JON PERTWEE BEING WELL 
OVER SIX FOOT TALL, KATY NAIVELY SPENT SEVER- 
AL DAYS IN REHEARSALS BEING TOLD SHE WOULD 
HAVE TO STAND ON ORANGE BOXES FOR MOST OF HER 
STUDIO SCENES JUST 50 THE CAMERAMEN COULD 
KEEP THE PAIR IN THE SHOT! 

KATY IS THE DAUGHTER OF THE LATE SPORTS COL- 
UMNIST, J.L. MANNING. SHE OFTEN DESCRIBES 
HERSELF AS THE TRUE "BIONIC WOMAN". DURING 
HER TEENS SHE WAS INVOLVED IN A SERIOUS CAR 
ACCIDENT WHICH SAW HER IN AND OUT OF THE 
HOSPITAL FOR NEARLY TWO YEARS. "I'M HELD 
TOGETHER WITH BITS OF METAL AND THINGS. IT’S 
GREAT GOING THROUGH AIRPORTS AS ALL THE BELLS 
GO OFF!" IN THE PROGRAM, MUCH LIKE IN ACTUAL 
LIFE, KATY IS AN ACCIDENT WAITING TO HAPPEN; 
TROUBLE'S ALWAYS AROUND THE CORNER. IN FACT, 
IN AN INTERVIEW WITH "RADIO TIMES" KATY LIK- 
ENED THE CHARACTER OF JO GRANT VERY MUCH TO 
HERSELF. "I AM JO AND JO IS ME," SHE WOULD 
SAY. "JO WAS FOREVER WALKING INTO THE MOST 
DANGEROUS SITUATIONS, CONFIDENT OF HER OWN 
ABILITY TO HANDLE IT, AND WOULD THEN FIND 
HERSELF TOTALLY OUT OF HER DEPTH AND NEEDING 
HELP FROM ELSEWHERE!" JO GRANT WAS THE 
SCREAMING HEROINE, ETERNALLY YELLING FOR THE 
DOCTOR AT THE FIRST SIGHT OF TROUBLE. 

MUCH OF KATY MANNING'S "TROUBLE" CAME FROM 
THE FACT SHE WAS NEAR-SIGHTED AND JO GRANT 
WASN’T ALLOWED TO WEAR GLASSES ON THE SET. IN 
MANY LOCATION SCENES, KATY WOULD LITERALLY BE 
RUNNING AROUND BLIND. IN FACT, IN HER VERY 
FIRST LOCATION SHOOT, "TERROR OF THE AUTONS", 
SHE FELL AND TWISTED HER ANKLE SO BADLY SHE 
HAD TO PUT IT IN PLASTER FOR A TIME. IN HER 
FIRST NIGHT SHOOT IN "THE DEAMONS", THE CREW 
HAD TO SPECIALLY PAINT THE ROCKS WHITE SO SHE 
COULD SEE HER WAY TO RUN AFTER THE DOCTOR. ON 
THE SAME OCCASION SHE DROVE THE CAST AND CREW 
INTO HYSTERICAL LAUGHTER WHEN THE BELT OF HER 
TROUSERS GAVE WAY, CAUSING THEM TO DROP TO 
HER ANKLES AS SHE RAN! "I WAS SCARLET/' SHE 
LATER RECALLED, "NEVERTHELESS, I PULLED THEM 
BACK UP AND, TRYING TO REGAIN MY COMPOSURE, 
CARRIED ON RUNNING." UNFORTUNATELY, KATY 
PROCEEDED TO RUN STRAIGHT INTO A WIRE FENCE! 
BELIEVE IT OR NOT, SHE LOVED TO DO HER OWN 
STUNTS. HOWEVER, IN "THE SEA DEVILS" WHEN SHE 
AND THE DOCTOR SLID DOWN A CLIFF TO ELUDE THE 
MASTER, SHE EXPERIENCED SOME SEVERE ROPE 
BURNS. BETTER STOP THOSE STUNTS, KATY! 

AS JO GRANT, KATY MANNING WAS ONE OF THE MOST 
POPULAR COMPANIONS EVER TO GRACE f HE "DOCTOR 
WHO" SERIES. HER LAST APPEARANCE (EPISODE SIX 
IN "THE GREEN DEATH". JUNE 23, 1973) WAS MADE 
TEN YEARS AGO, THIS MONTH! SHE STILL RECEIVES 
MANY FAN LETTERS FROM HER ADMIRERS. WHEN 
ASKED TO EXPLAIN THE REASONS FOR HER POPULAR- 
ITY AS JO GRANT, SHE REPLIED, "JO WAS NOT 
VERY BRIGHT; BUT SHE WAS VERY GOOD AT PICKING 
LOCKS AND THAT SORT Of THING. SHE WAS THE ONF 
THAT ASKED THE ujESTIONS THAT THE PEOPlE AT 
HOME WOULD ASK, hND AS SUCH, PEOPLE IDENTIF- 
IED WITH HER. JO WAS EASILY FRIGHTENED AND 
NEEDED THE PROTECTION OF THE DOCTOR. SHE 
CARED VERY MUCH FOR THE DOCTOR AND THE DOCTOR 
CARED VERY MUCH FOR HER. I THINK THAT WAS 
VERY IMPORTANT." 

SINCE DEPARTING FROM "DOCTOR WHO". KATY HAS 
MADE QUITE A CAREER FOR HERSELF ON THE STAGE. 
SHE HAS PLAYED IN SUCH PRODUCTIONS AS, "WHY 
NOT STAY FOP BREAKFAST", "THE MONKEY WALK" 
AND "ODD MAN IN". SHE HAS ALSO APPEARED ON TV 
IN THE PATRICK MOWER POLICEMAN SERIES “TAR- 
GET" WHERE SHE PLAYED A HELPLESS DRUG ADDICT. 
SHE (AND HER TWIN DAUGHTERS) STILL WATCH AND 
LOVE "DOCTOR WHO"!

BER 1, 1979 WITH THE FOURTH DOCTOR MEETING

THE CONCEPT BEHIND THE DALEKS WAS GOOD AS 
WELL. ONCE THEY HAD BEEN PHILOSOPHERS AND 
TEACHERS, TAKING PRIDE IN THEIR ARTS AND 
SCIENCES. THEN THEY WERE ATTACTED BY THE WAR- 
LIKE THALS AND THE DALEKS WERE FORCED TO USE 
A TERRIBLE WEAPON, THE MASSIVE NEUTRON BOMB, 
THAT LAID WASTE TO THEIR PLANET AND MUTATED 
THE SURVIVORS HIDEOUSLY. THE THALS BATTLED 
ON {WITH A DRUG) AND EVENTUALLY BECAME FULL-

TRAPPED IN E-SPACE. ADRIC ENTERS THE SERIES 
IN THIS STORY TOO. THE NEXT STORY WAS 
WRITTEN BY TERRANCE DICKS: "STATE OF DECAY". 
IT'S VERY GOOD, BUT FOR OUR MONEY, THE LAST 
THREE STORIES OF TOM BAKER'S "DOCTOR WHO" 
WERE THE BEST OF THE SEASON: "WARRIORS* 
GATE", "THE KEEPER OF TRAKEN" AND " LOGOPOL I S " . 


SO MANY THINGS HAPPENED IN THESE STORIES, WE 
COULD ALMOST MAKE A COLUMN OUT OF TOM’S LAST

DON'T SEE YOU AT A WHOVIAN FESTIVAL ONE DAY, 
WE "DEFINITELY" WILL SEE YOUR RE-RUNS!
